Four Kickshaw recipes that have been 


.tried and approved by tho class are given. 
The first is for a Saut6 of Scallops. For 


. this aro used one pint of scallops that hive 
been boiled and cut 
into small 
pieces, 


four ' tablespoonfuls of butter, 
one tea- 


spoonful of salt, two shakes of paprika, 


. two of white pepper, aud the juice of two 


lemons. 


Tho butter is melted in the chafing dish, 


tho other Ingredients added, and with ten 
minutes cooking after alt is thoroughly 
not, the scallops aro served on crackers. 


For Curried Chicken two cups of cold 


chicken cul into Wts is called for with 
one cup chicken broth or gravy, one half 
of a small onion, cue small teaspoonful 
curry powder, one tablespoonful butter 
and .one Ealtspoonful salt.' 


The onion is 'cooked In the butter for 


three minutes, then the curry, broth and 
salt stirred In. 
.When this is hot the 


chicken is added and allowed to simmer 
eight or ten minutes. 
It is served on 


toast or a rice bed. 


Cheese Scramble is made with flvc eggs, 


two heaping I ablespoonfuls of gratedcheese 
(English dairy), one tablespoonful butter, 
one halt teaspoonful salt and cayenne 
pepper to taste. 


The butter is first put in tho chafing- 


dish- The 
seasoning is added to the 


lightly-beaten efigs and then the cheese. 
When the butter Is hot this Is turned Into 
it and stirred till all is thick and smooth. 


Maccanxm Cream is made with eighteen 


maccaroons, one pint hot cream, three. 
toblespoonJuIs milk, flve of sugar, two of 
arrowroot, one half cup sherry, the grat- 
ed rind of a lemon and one saltspoonful 
salt. 


The maccaroons ar» put in a well-but- 


tered chaflng-dish aud tho sherry poured 
over them. 


Tho arrowroot is dissolved in milk, and 


the hot cream stirred in, then the sugar, 
salt and lemon-rind added, and all poured 
over the maccaroons and cooked till stiff. 


Next a meringue is mado of the. whites 


of three esKs, beaten very stiff, and three 
tablespoonfuls powdered sugar, two table- 
spoonfuls of ground almonds and tho Juice 
of half a lemon. 
This is folded in the 


cooked cream and served. 


It was a delicious dish as the tlass ate 


it, but they acknowledged, when too late, 
that it would hove been better still if eat- 
en cold. This is the one mistake tho class 
has to look" back on in its season's work, 
now over, the members having turned 
their minds from thoughts of cooking to 


• thoughts of gardening.

seminated as to the best locations for cer- 
tain trees, how they should uc cared for, 
\vhat insects and ether agencies are in- 
jurious, and like matters; r.ml, more than 
this, the society plants trees and cares 
lor them on Its own account. It takes 
the trees of members In charge when dt- 
elred and gives them all needed attention. 
As a result Brooklyn has more good trees 
than most other cities, and they arc in 
better condition.

Blanching or Paris Golden celery in Ihe 
larger markels In N'ew England Is unpar- 
alleled by that of any other kind. H has 
been learned that this celery satisfies the 
average custom, and an cxamiaation of the 
plant readily shoivs why. It makes a nice 
bunch that keeps well. The growth, too. 
Is just where the gardener wants IL The 
centers of tbe plants are full ot thick- 
ened slalks of convenient length, and these 
can be ripened up quickly after tbe plants 
are mature at tbe pleasure of tho grower. 
To be sure this celery docs not look as 
vigorous when growing In tho field as 
some others, and It may not be able to 
hoe its own row quite so well, but when 
Its preparation for tbe market begins then 
Ha superior qualities become apparent. 


When well grown this celery requires 


but little knifing, nearly the whole growth 
goes to market, and, excepting tbe leaves. 
It Is all edible. The full centers ot tbe 
plants of this variety constitute, on Im- 
portant peculiarity. 
In addition lo Ihls 


the whole habit of growth ot Ihe plants is 
such that a large number can be grown on 
a small area, 
\vhlle Ibis celery, like Ihe 


Haldwln apple, has not the richest flavor 
or the largest size, I doubt whether it 
has a peer among its kind for ordinary 
market purposes, eilher for the early or 
moderalely iate crop. The centers of Ihe 
plants sometimes die out, and tbe sulks 
of this kind, ai well as olbcrs, are occa- 
sionally of light weight, but these are 
matters which appear to be due partly at 
least to Improper culture.

their market value. Its chief merit Is 
its Justice and equity. It adjusts Itself 
automatically to differences of valuation 
or of commercial qualities, so thai the tax 
collected from the consumer varies in pro- 
portiou to lits ability to pay—at least so 
far as this may be determined by his abil- 
ity to buy goods of greater or less coat. 


The chief -demerit commonly ascribed

Since 
the duty to he paid depends upon the for- 
eign value, if this can be'made to appear 
less than it really Is some part ot tho tax 
js evaded, and the cost of the goods to the 
importer diminished. The

evading a customs revenue under a goad 
and intelligent administration through

" A QUESTION OP DANK TAXATION". 


The recent decision ot the court of ap- 


peals In Kentucky on a question of b:mU 
taxation Involved the right of the state to 
abrogate o contract \vilh the banks. Prior 
to 1SS6 tlto hanks In the stale, under pro- 
visiorjs in their charters, palrl fifty cents 
on each $100 of stock and ^Yo^e exempt 
from local taxation. This was chanse-.l In 
3SS6, when, as a compromise between the 
banks anil the state, it was provided thai 
the banks should give up their nUiim of a 
contract right under their charters to pay 
only fifty cents on the snare, and should 
agree to ply seventy-five cents to the 
slato in lieu of all taxes. The banks and 
: ihc state entered into the contract, aj It 
v-as.lhen supposed to be, and the nanka 
-liald seventy-five cents to the state frOTn 
that time "until 1S93. In 1S33, in pursuance 
'.of the new constitution, the legislature re- 
pealed the Hewitt |»w and the contract 
therein-provided for, .and required the 
banks to'pay the regular advalorem tax on 
all the banks' aisets .'both to the stale 
and to the city and/ conmy. 
Ii 
was 


•claimed by the banks that this statute was 
in violation of the .United States consti- 
tution because-U impaired the oblbfition 
of the contracts' entered into under the 
law of 1SS6. That'law might be repealed 
at the pleasure of the legislature, it was

Dlckman, etc. When the ending of a sur- 
name is of Xonnan or Raxon origin, it may 
safely be depended upon to furnisu a clue 
to tbo original origin or meaning of the 
word, either as a whole or In part. Pier- 
pont, for Instance, tells Its o\sn story 
when we know that Pont is a bridge, Win- 
throp means "wine village," Croft "an 
enclosure," as in Bancroft. Sail means "a 
hall." as Ingersall (Inger's Hall). Cott is 
an abbreviation of "cottage," and becomes 
a part of Endlcott, "cottage at the end;" 
Prescott, "priest's cottage/1 Middlecott, 
etc., etc. 
Trade, reaching out as it does to the ut- 


termost parts of the earth for material, 
brings with the objects thua gained a 
great variety of odd names, which, if orig- 
inally local, soon find place In the vocab- 
ulary of names of human beings- How it 
happened, for instance, that simple words 
like Coffee, Emery, Sugar, Duller, Silk and 
Wool camo to be surnames would be diffi- 
cult to explain at this late date. And 
yet some of the families £0 named have 
arrived at distinction. General Wool will 
bo remembered by every American. In 
the same family will be found WooUey, 
Wolsey, Wooley. \Vooly, Woolcocks, Wool- 
len, Woolsack and Woolfleld. Cakebrcad, 
Dreadcake, Bridecake, Bun and Dread are 
very early Xew England names, while Mr. 
Rusk was a United Slates Senator. The
